| The Irish Commercial Travellers’ Federation 
heid their tenth annual meeting in their new 
premises. at the New Era Club, Great, Den. 
mark street, Dublin, on Saturday night. The 
atteridanes was large, and several speakers 
stressed the fact of the ability of Irishmen 
to represent firms doing business in Ireland. 

Mr. Michael O'Leary, Chairman, who pre- 
sided, said, in the course of his address, 
that the glowing optimism expressed in re- 
spect of trade at the beginning of 1929 had 
not been justified. The difficulties in the way 
of agents and travellers were attributable 
ditectly to excessive taxation, which hampered 
progress with aresultant high cost of living, 
scarcity of money and unemployment. While 
they appreciated the good work done in the 
development of the country’s resources, it was 
desirable that immediate strict economies be 
effected in Government and municipal ad 
ministrative departments. A great stumbling 
block in the way of developing agriculture 
—and thus increasing the country’s pros. 
erity—was the conservative attitude of the 
yanks. No facilities were given except on 
impossible terms. 

“It is high time,” said the Chairman, 
‘‘ that State mterference made itself felt and 
recommended, if not dictated, a change in 
‘the policy of these autocratic custo@ians of 
the country’s wealth.” , 
The Chairman appealed to agents and tra 
vellers to join an frigh institution, and not 
| bodies which had their origin outside the 
country. The ultimate aim of that Federa- 
tion was to secure a National Executive, em- 
powered to speak for all bedies in tho 
country,

Following festivities we all crave something 
acid to eat or drink. Lemons are a particu. 
larly suitable after-Christmas frilit, since 
their acidity counteracts the poisou of a 
superabundance of sugary Toods. By a 
stranger anomaly the acids contained in fruits 
are converted during the process of digestion 
into sugar, whereas sugary foods are changed 
into acids. Any lemon dishes, therefore, 
should gain favour, 

Discretion should be exercised in taking 
so-called ‘‘ lemon '” drinks, since they may be 
concocted from artificial ingredients having 
nothing to do with lemons. Home-made 
drinks, made from the fresh fruit, are in 
every way preferable. Here is a delicious 
recipe for lemon drink. It differs from others 
in that one gets both the taste of the juice 
and the aroma of the peel. The true flayour 
of the fruit is thus obtained :— 

Squeeze the juice of three Jemons into a 
china er enamel jug. Add three heaped .tea- 
spoonfuls of sugar and the rinds. Upon this 
pour one quart of boiling water, and add a 
sprig of mint. Allow to cool, remove the 
rinds and mint, and the drink is ready for

The tavern of the stage-coach days is 
again coming to life in a somewhat 
modified form in the United States.

Marlowe wrote his drama. A century 
later died Richard Pinson, who had 
assisted Caxton, the first English printer. 
That year, 1530, saw the publication of 
Tyndale’s edition of the Pentateuch. The 
year 1630 is memorable for the birth of 
Charles Cotton, who translated’ Mon- 
taigne’s Essais, was a friend of Izaak 
Walton, to whose ‘‘ Compleat Angler ”’ 
he contributed a section on fly-fishing 
and wrote burlesque verse, including 
a ‘‘ Vovage to, Ireland in Burlesque,’’ 
published in 1670; but in 1650, too, died 
Kepler, founder of the modern science 
of astronomy. A century later the mor- 
tality amongst minor writers was heavy, 
among those dying in 1730 _ being 
Charles Beckingham, dramatist and poet: 
Laurence Eschard, divine and historian ; 
Laurence Eusden, poet laureate in his 
day, and Elijah Fenton, poet and trans- 
lator; but all of them are now forgotten. 
That year gave us one minor poet worth 
remembering, William Falconer, a sea- 
man, and the great Joshua Wedgwoo, 
the famous potter. 
This is the centenary year of the 
death of ithe pungent essayist, William 
Hazlitt, and of William Huskinson, a 
statesman who was Wellington’s opponent, 
and of the birth of the Marenie of Salis- 
bury, Gladstone’s opponent; of Fustel de 
Coulanges, brilliant French social 
historian, and of two Victorian novelists.

The more expensive sets were 
elaborate according to the price paid ; for 
very finely-fitted and 
excellently equipped stage could be had, 
with several] plays ready mounted on the 
strips of canvas by which they could be 
moved about the stage. In very expen- 
sive sets there was what aimounted to a 
complete puppet theatre. 

The plays which could be presented on 
these stages varied with the desire of the 
owner. If he preferred to take his drama 
ready-made, he could always procure a 
complete play and its cast from the shop; 
but if he were of an inventive and crea- 
tive mind, he could make up his own plays 
and cut the characters frony cardboard, 
or rearrange those characters he already 
had in new groupifigs. Nearly all che 
ready-made plays were lurid melodrama, 
such as ‘‘ Maria Marten, or the Murder 
at the Red Barn,’’ or else pantomime, in 
which the Harlequiriade was the great 
feature. Probably children now get from 
the mechanical sets made up in boxes, or 
from the model machinery so-much to 
the fore, all the thrills and excitement 
which their fathers had from a toy 
theatre and a set of cardboard actors. 


When Dickens Visited Belfast. 


Sir Arthur Quekett, K.C., LL.D., gave 
a very interesting lecture to the 
C.1.Y.M.5S. Literary and Debating 
Society in Belfast, when he recalled the 
time when Charles Dickens visited Belfast. 
It was not until he had reached the very 
height of his fame that the great novelist 
visited Ireland. This was in the year 1858 
when he had resolved to occupy himself 
with readings from his books. First he 
landed in Dublin, where he had a 
tumultous reception, and then he came 
North to Belfast. He entertained 
delighted audiences in Victoria Hall. He 
again visited Belfast in the year 1867, 
and this time he gave readings in the 
Ulster Hall, which had been erected in 
the interval. Thousands were turned away 
on this occasion, and when he retired the

| ROME, Sunday. 

Rome this morning gave a cordial 
welcome to .Princess Marie José of 
Belgium and her parents. It was one of 
those bright sunny days which give oa 
clory to the city’s winter. At ten o'clock 
the Royal train, which hnd been closely 
cuarded throughout its journey, steamed 
into the central station. : 

Prince Umberto had met and greeted 
his bride and the King and Queen of 
Belgium at the suburb of Trastevere, and 
the Duke of Genoa had joined the train 
at Civita Vecchia, some 45 miles from 
liome. i 

The King and Queen. of Italy, with the 
Royal Princes’ and Princesses: now in 
Rome, awaited the arrival of the party at 
the Central Station. : 

The glittering diplomatic uniforms of 
Sir Ronald Graham, British Ambassador 
—who was present. with Lady. Sybil 
(;raham—and other members of the 
British Embassy and of the Diplomatic 
Corps added to the brilliance of the scene. 
_ The Belgian and Italian coats of arms 
were united in the decorative scheme of 
the station, and the flags of both nations 
were conspicuous. Huge palms, bouquets 
of flowers and crimson hangings flanked 
the red carpet which led. from the railway 
platform to the Royal waiting-room. 

ROYAL GREETINGS. 

As the train drew up at the platform 
opposite the Royal waiting-room, King 
Albert, wearing full-dress uniform, was 
the first of the visitors-to. be seen. His 
appearance at the door of his carriage was 
the signal for loud cheers.. On the plat- 
form the Italian and Belgian Sovereigns 
embraced warmly, Prince Umberto, wear- 
ing the full-dress uniform of his infantry 
regiment, with. the collar of Annunziata, 
helped Princess Marie José, to alight, and 
the crowd, which had been straining 


-eagerly to catch a glimpse of the bride, 


burst into cheering so tumultuous that: it 
almost drowned the strains of the Belgian 
toyal Anthem, playéd by the military, 
hand of the company of infantry, whig¢ 
rendered military honours. 

‘King Albert, accompanied by King 
Victor, reviewed the guard of honour, 
after which the two Sovereigns entered the 
waiting-room, where they introduced their 
respective suites. 

DRIVE TO THE PALACE. 

The drive . from. ‘the station to the 
‘uirinal Palace, in open carriages, was a 
iriumphal progress) The entire city was 
decorated with Belgian and Italian flags, 
the black, yellow and red of the Belgian 
intermingling with the Italian red, white 
and green. Tha toute was ablaze with 
bumsing, festoons and _ streamers,. and 
‘vegthing combined to give the impres- 
sion i e grand occasion. Facing the 
station wes a triumphal arch erected in 
honour of the future Queen of Italy. 

An imposing demonstration occurred 
outside the station when the Royal party 
appeared under, the canopy of red velvet 
over the entrance. As the brilliant pro- 
cession of open. carriages, escorted by 
(‘uirassiers, drove past, the crowds franti- 
cally waved hats. - handkerchiefs an] 
sticks, and shouted; ‘‘ Viva la: Belgia,’’ 
‘‘ Viva Marie José.’’ . The Royal. carriages 
were targets for flowers thrown from 
windows, balconies and terraces.. Many 
of the flowers fell on the escorting Cuiras- 
siers, in gleaming helmets and shining 
breastplates, who rode on either side of 
the cortége.

At the Piazza Esedra the procession was 
met by Prince Boncompagni, Governor of 
Rome, who welcomed the Royal guests in 
the name of the Eternal City. 

A remarkable spectacle was to be seen in 
the Quirinal square, which was , packe 
with over 100,000 cheering people. In 
order to enter the Palace the Royal

THE REASON FOR THE BAN. 

From conversations with leading ertivens 
of Clonmel, who naturally will not allow 
their names to be published, [ vathered 
that. the opinion is held that the real 
reason behind this ban is not the mere 
stoppage .of .the sport of hovrse-racing 
itself, together with dog-racing and 
coursing, but the prevention of betting on 
Church holidays. 

When I approached Dean Walsh, the 
parish priest of Clonmel, who is one of the 
original parties to the present dispute, 
he courteously declined to make a state- 
ment, adding: *‘ I have said all that I 
have to say. | 

To my query as to whether the real 
reason behind the ban was the prevention 
of betting on Sundays and Church holi- 
days, he would only say that the ban was 
on horse and dog-racing according to its 
terms. 

THE PASTORAL LETTER. 

At every Mass at all the churches 
throughout the diocese of Waterford the 
pastoral letter of the Bishop of Watérford 
was read this morning. No comments 
were made. The ban reads: “‘ We most 
strictly forbid the holding of publie races 
of horses or dogs (horse-racing, greyhound- 
vacing, whippet-racing, coursing or. any 
sports which include one or other of these) 
on Sundays, and we forbid them on feasts 
of precept, reserving the right of the 
Bishop of giving permission in particular 
cases for special reasons.”’ 

The point has been made by Mr. 
Morton Jackson that this ban, which is 
not to come into force before February 17 
next, has already been inade to apply in 
respect of his meeting to-morrow ; but I 
have learned that the Bishop of Water- 
ford, in accordance with the power thot 
rests in him, has decreed that it shall 
apply to the Diocese of Waterford and 
Lismore before the time set by ‘the 
National Synod, so that it should have

FEELING IN CLONMEL. 

Strange to say, the people of Clonmel, 
whom the ban on to-morrow’s race meet- 
ing primarily concerns, are only mildly 
interested in the whole matter. The 
racing will take place at, a time when 
they will be working at; their various 
trades and businesses, and they 
therefore, have no opportunity to attend 


attend race meetings of any kind js when 
the meetings fall on the business half-day, 
which is on a Thursday. 

Another fact i- that they will not even 
bet on the results of the races that will 
be run at Powerstown Park to-morrow, 
although the course is only a couple ‘of 
miles distant from the town. The onty 
betting that takes place on local Trace 
meetings in any part of Ireland is on the 
course itself, Almost all the betting that 
will be done to-morrow will be put cn 
the results of the cross-Channel meetings. 


THE MEETING TO BE HELD. 

Despite the fact that it is a Church 
holiday, the commission agents in Clonmel. 
will conduct their business to-morrew just 
the same as on any of the other days of

TRADE UNION CHALLENGED. 


While the attitude adopted by Mir. 
Philip Monahan, the Cork City Manager, 
in the municipal dispute with the build- 
ing trade may be subject to criticism, it 
must be recognised that he has acted fear- 
lessly in the interests of the citizens. The 
deadlock with regard to the construction 
oí Carroll’s Dock Bridge has created a 
peculiar situation; for, although there is 
neither a lock-out nor a strike, work has 
been suspended for several weeks, and in 
the meantime it is stated that many of 
the men con*erned have found other em- 
ployment with the city builders. 

In view of the present activity in the 
building trade locally, such a condition of 
affairs, as Mr. Monahan sugyesis, could 
continue indefinitely, and he has there- 
fore threatened to take serious measures 
to decide the issue. Unless his previous 
offer is accepted, before next Wednesday— 
to submit the whole matter to arbitration 
by the Ministry of Industry and Com- 
merce—he will from that date discontinue 
all extra allowances paid to Corporation 
employés over and above their trade union 
wages. Such a step would include even 
the pensions now paid to former workers, 
who would not, in Mr. Monahan’s opinion, 
normally receive them. 


GENEROUS CONSIDERATION, 


In issuing this challenge to the Cork

THE FREE PORT SCHEME.

Not 
only was the Little Island site too far 
removed from the mouth of the harbour 
for serious consideration, but the esti- 
mated cost of the proposal, being calcu- 
lated without knowledge of local condi- 
tions, fell far short of the actual amount. 
It is not surprising, therefore, that the 
Ireland Corporation of America, on whose 
behalf the plan was placed before the 
members of the Harbour Board, have 
now decided to send over a party of their 
own engineers to make a complete survey 
of the harbour and consult with local 
engineers on the plans for development. 

This proposal will come up for con- 
sideration at the next meeting of the 
board, when the report of Mr. Joseph N. 
Mullan. the Executive Vice-President of 
the Ireland Corporation, will also be dis." 
cussed. In view of the fact that the

sult with the shipping companies in 
London and Liverpool before he returns 
to this country.
